‘Apology? What apology?’ 

Church's attempt at reconciliation not enough, says counsellor 


SWINE FLU There is no need 
for school boards to cancel 
school field trips over the 
swine fin scare, said Alber¬ 
ta’s top doctor during his 
daily scheduled press con¬ 
ference yesterday with re¬ 
porters about the illness. 

Dr. Andre Corriveau, Al¬ 
berta’s chief medical offi¬ 
cer, says he understands 
parents’ concerns, but can¬ 
celling all trips should not 
be considered except for 
excursions in Mexico. 

“They should follow up 
with their travel plans and 
enjoy their trip,” said Cor¬ 
riveau. 

Both school boards in 
Edmonton have cancelled 
field trips and the Catholic 
school board has cancelled 
eveiy trip outside of the 
province over the scare. 

Corriveau says testing 
that has been done on 
“most people returning 
from Mexico have come 
back with other forms of 
respiratoiy illnesses. 

“It’s giving us a clearer 
picture and we are moni¬ 
toring what’s going on and 
what’s going on in the rest 
of the countiy,” said Cor¬ 
riveau. 

Alberta has so far 
recorded two cases of 
swine flu and Corriveau 
confirmed yesterday that 
one individual is a young 
adult and the other is a 
young boy.

school would not simply be 
dismissed by an attempt at 
reconciliation by Pope 
Benedict XVI yesterday. 
Lusty said. 

During an address in St. 
Peter’s Square, the Pope 


called rampant sexual 
abuse, involuntaiy steriliza¬ 
tion and inhumane treat¬ 
ment suffered by Aboriginal 
schoolchildren between the 
1880s and 1970s “de¬ 
plorable conduct.” But Lusty 
feels the Pope didn’t place 
any accountability on the 
Catholic Church. 

“He should get his head 
out of the sand and quit liv¬ 
ing in denial,” the 67-year- 
old insisted. “The Vatican 
should issue a formal apolo¬ 
gy in black and white.” 

Lusty works as a counsel¬ 
lor with survivors at the Al¬ 
berta Native Friendship 


Centre, and says local Angli¬ 
can, Presb 5 d:erian and Unit¬ 
ed Church groups have al¬ 
ready committed to repair¬ 
ing confidence in spiritual 
leadership. 

Reverend Travis Enright’s 
white collar is a fixture for 
hesitant eyes of the men he 
counsels, the All Saints 
Cathedral assistant curate 
said. 

“The clothing is a big trig¬ 
ger for them,” he said. 
“They realize, though, that 
the church may be moving 
in a different direction 
and does care about their 
histoiy.” 


He said that even though 
amends and billions in fi¬ 
nancial reparations have 
been offered by the federal 
government, the Pope’s 
message is merely a cour¬ 
tesy, while front-line clergy 
are struggling to restore 
faith at the grass-roots level. 

“We need to move past 
apologies to real reconcilia¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“We want a renewed 
hope.”

Landlord devastated 
after fire guts home

A Millwoods landlord is 
devastated after a blaze 
that was lit by a cigarette 
ember gutted the entire 
backend of her home 
yesterday afternoon. 

Fire crews were called to 
the home at 1044 
Knottwood Rd. East at 
around 1:10 p.m., but fire¬ 
fighters were able to get the 
blaze under control roughly 
less than an hour later. 

“I don’t know what I am 
going to do now,” said 


homeowner Mavis Ricketts 
who rents out the house to 
three tenants. 

No one was in the home 
when the fire began, she 
said. 

Fire investigators say a 
cigarette ember lighted the 
blaze and damages are 
pegged at $300,000 

Ricketts, who also lives 
next door to the house, was 
moved to tears and was 
seen being consoled by fam¬ 
ily and friends as she 
watched fire investigators 
sift through the back of the 
home. 

“They (the tenants) don’t 


even know what happened 
yet,” said Rickets shortly af¬ 
ter the fire. 

“The one guy that lives 
there, he wasn’t at home at 
the time, he was next door 
when it happened. He was 
shocked. He’s not even talk¬ 
ing.” 

A nearby neighbour, who 
lives three doors away, says 
she saw the flames shooting 
out of the back of the house 
before firefighters arrived 
on scene. 

“My house smells like I’ve 
been camping,” said Lisa 
Tedsco. “It was pretty hectic 
here.”

CONDUCT An Edmonton doc¬ 
tor showed unbecoming 
conduct in his practice by 
having sexual relations 
with four of his patients, 
the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Alberta 
ruled yesterday. 

Dr. Paul Lubitz, a derma¬ 
tologist, voluntarily with¬ 
drew from his practice on 
Feb. 28, 2008, and he has 
participated in a treatment 
program at his own ex¬ 
pense, said a report re¬ 
leased yesterday from the 
college. 


The college alleges Lubitz 
demonstrated “unbecom¬ 
ing conduct” by having im¬ 
proper relationships and 
sexual intercourse with 
three patients between June 
2006 and October 2006, as 
well as another improper 
relationship that included 
sexual intercourse with an¬ 
other patient between De¬ 
cember 2006 and January 
2008. 

Lubitz will not be eligible 
to return to his practice im- 
til all conditions outlined by 
the college are met. The 
conditions handed down by 
the college include, report¬ 
ing to another practitioner 
and a 12-month suspension.

may be some reasons to 
wager on the more benign 
outcome, particularly in 
advanced countries like 
Canada. 

Gardam says evidence so 
far suggests the swine flu 
may have the potential to 
match a 1957 Asian flu 


pandemic, which killed an 
estimated two million 
around the world. But it al¬ 
most certainly won’t have 
the lethal legs of the 1918 
Spanish flu, which sent 
more than 50 million to 
their graves. 

“I think I feel comfort¬ 
able sa 5 dng what I’m see¬ 
ing thus far fits within 
what we’ve been planning 
for,” Gardam says. 

In Canada — and around 
the world — the disease al¬ 
most certainly exists al¬ 
ready in far larger num¬ 
bers than we know. But it’s 
not making people sick 
enough to see a doctor.

Study warns 
of food bank 
use rising 

SOCIAL JUSTICE Canada’s 
booming economy helped 
reduce food bank use be¬ 
fore the recession, but it 
didn’t erase the surge that 
followed provincial 
welfare cuts of the 1990s, 
says a new study to be re¬ 
leased today. 

And unless federal and 
provincial governments 
repair the countiy’s 
tattered social safety net, 
more Canadians will be 
forced to rely on food 
banks as the economic cri¬ 
sis deepens, the study 
warns. The study, by the 
Canadian Centre for Policy 
Alternatives, is the first na¬ 
tional analysis of how wel¬ 
fare policy affects food 
bank use.

WHO flu alert hits Phase 5 


The World Health Organi¬ 
zation yesterday raised 
the global flu alert level to 
5, the second-highest 
phase that indicates ‘‘a 
pandemic is imminent." 

Nearly a week after the 
HINT virus, or swine flu, 
first emerged in California 
and Texas and was found 
to have caused up to 159 
deaths in Mexico, Spain re¬ 
ported the first case in Eu¬ 
rope in a person who had 
not been to Mexico, show¬ 
ing the danger of person- 
to-person transmission. 

According to the WHO’s 
guidelines, a Phase 5 alert 
is called when there is sus¬ 
tained human-to-human 
spread in at least two coun¬ 
tries in one region. 

The WHO’s new alert 
acts as a signal to govern¬ 
ments and businesses to

take action, and to phar¬ 
maceutical companies to 
ramp up antiviral drug 
production and capacity. 

Almost all cases outside 
of Mexico have had only 
light symptoms, and only a 
handfhl of cases have 
needed hospitalization. 

But in Mexico, where up 
to 159 people have died 
from the virus and around 
1,300 more are being test¬ 
ed, people struggled with 
an emergency that has 
brought normal life to a 
standstill. reuters

I ar¬ 
rived at work that 
day and went on a 
wild rant, but left 
committed to making a dif¬ 
ference. The “This Ain’t 
Flint” campaign is the re¬ 
sult of that rant meeting 
the inspiration of our ad¬ 
vertising agency. Alphabet 
Creative. 

We knowingly chose 
controversial images and 
content that contrasts our 
current situation in Ottawa 
to that of Flint, Mich., 20 
years ago. Perhaps this 
campaign could just as eas¬ 


ily have run in any one of 
Canada’s major cities. Au¬ 
thor Roy H. Williams says, 
“The risk of insult is the 
price of clarity.” That con¬ 
trast and clarity is offered 
here in Ottawa only to in¬ 
spire meaningful conversa¬ 
tion. 

We don’t expect to get 
agreement — just dia¬ 
logue. 

We are not looking for 
consensus — just dis¬ 
course. 

Most people, however, 
will reach the utterly in¬ 
escapable conclusion that, 
even now, they live in one 
of the finest cities in the 
finest countiy during one 
of the most prosperous pe¬ 
riods in economic histoiy. 

Doom and gloom be 
damned!

Home prices decline

ruary, down 4.1 per cent 
from a year ago, according 
to a report issued 
yesterday.

Bank National Composite 
House Price Index, which 
measures the rate of 
change of prices for single¬ 
family homes in six metro¬ 
politan areas, also showed 
prices were down 7.4 per 
cent nationally from the 
peak hit in August last 
year. Home prices fell 2.4 
per cent in Januaiy from a 
year earlier.

Home prices in Calgaiy 
suffered the biggest year- 
over-year drop, falling 8.1 
per cent in Febmaiy from 
the same month a year 
ago. That was followed by 
a 6.4 per cent slide in Van¬ 
couver, a five per cent de¬ 
cline in Toronto and a dip 
of 0.5 per cent in Halifax. 

Meanwhile, home prices 
rose 3.2 per cent in Mon¬ 
treal from a year earlier, 
and were up 2.8 per cent in 
Ottawa.

Hart back in charge

When Stephen Hart 
moved to Canada in 1980 , 
he loved soccer. But if 
someone had told him he 
would one day be one of 
Canada’s most influential 
figures in the sport, the 
native of Trinidad and To¬ 
bago might have laughed 
heartily. 

“I actually came to Cana¬ 
da to do a degree along the 
lines of something ma¬ 
rine,” says Hart, who is 
now interim head coach of 
Canada’s men’s team, as 
well as the technical direc¬ 
tor of the Canadian Soccer 
Association. “My inten¬ 
tions were completely dif¬ 
ferent. But fate had it dif¬ 
ferently.” 

Hart played soccer for 
five years at Saint Mary’s 
University, but got in¬ 
volved in coaching as a vol¬ 
unteer and studied inter-

national coaching tech¬ 
niques in his spare time. 

He worked his way up 
the ranks gradually, start¬ 
ing as Soccer Nova Scotia’s 
technical director in 1993; 
taking over as head coach 
at Saint Mary’s in the late 
1990s; and eventually sign¬ 
ing on as a youth coach 
with the CSA in 2002. 

At times, he finds it hard 
to believe how life panned 
out. 

“I am honoured and 


sometimes very flattered 
that I’m in the position I’m 
in,” the 49-year-old admits. 

This is Hart’s second 
tour of duty coaching the 
national team. He also had 
the job in 2007, when he 
led Canada to a semifinal 
finish at the CONCACAF 
Gold Cup. 

At the time, he was hop¬ 
ing to get the full-time gig, 
but the CSA went with 
Dale Mitchell, who was 
fired in March. 

Hart was installed two 
weeks ago and will lead 
Canada into the Gold Cup 
starting July 3 in Los Ange¬ 
les. His focus is on getting 
the program back on its 
feet after watching it fall 
short in World Cup qualifi¬ 
cation in November. 

“You want to get into the 
knockout stages (at the 
Gold Cup) because any¬ 
thing can happen there,” 
Hart says. “Hopefully, the 
team comes together and 
we can do well.”

Nuts and seeds not only 
add flavour and texture to 
just about any dish, they 
are nutrient dense and 
provide an array of benefi¬ 
cial nutrients such as pro¬ 
tein, vitamin E, folate, cal¬ 
cium, magnesium, copper, 
zinc, iron and fibre. 

Walnuts are a great 
source of the omega-3 fatty 
acid and are rich in antiox¬ 
idants.

And yes, nuts contain 
fat, and while it is mostly 
healthy-for-your-heart fat, 
the calories do add up. 

One serving is 1 oz. (30 g) 
which is a small handful, 
about ¥4 cup (60 ml) and 
that’s about 175 calories 
and 16 g of fat. So practice 
portion control and top 
your cereal, yogurt, salad 
or pasta with a sprinkle of 
nuts or seeds for a healthy 
crunch.

Spread nuts on parch¬ 
ment paper lined rimmed 
baking sheet. Bake in pre¬ 
heated 325 F (160 C) oven 
25 to 30 minutes, stirring 
eveiy 10 minutes to sepa¬ 
rate nuts, until coating is 
crisp and nuts are fragrant. 
Cool before serving. 

Tips: 

• Buy nuts and seeds 
where there is a high 
turnover for freshness. 

• Store in an air-tight con¬ 
tainer in the refrigerator 
for up to 6 months or 
freeze for up to 1 year.

The whole story on whole grains 


What are whole grains? 

Imagine a kernel of 
grain, such as a kernel of 
wheat. As the name im¬ 
plies, when you eat a 
whole grain, you are eating 
the whole kernel which 
has three parts — the en¬ 
dosperm, the bran and the 
germ. The endosperm 
makes up about 80 per 
cent of the kernel and is a 
source of carbohydrate and 
protein. The bran provides 


fibre, vitamins, minerals 
and ph 5 d:ochemicals and 
the germ provides vita¬ 
mins, protein and ph 5 d:o- 
chemicals. Whole grains 
provide lots more than just 
fibre. 

What is the difference be¬ 
tween whole wheat and 
whole grain? 

“Whole grain” contains 
all three parts of the grain 
kernel-the endosperm, 
bran and germ. “Whole 


wheat” food products may 
contain only the en¬ 
dosperm and bran. “En¬ 
riched wheat flour” con¬ 
tains the endosperm. 

What are the health 
advantages of whole 
grains? 

Research supports the 
link between whole grains 
and a decreased risk in 
overall mortality.

Steady as

Siiversun Pickups are happy to 
stay off the trend roller-coaster

Some things never change. 
At least that appears to be 
the running theme surr¬ 
ounding Los Angeles alter¬ 
native shoegazers, Silver- 
sun Pickups. 

The band’s been active 
for almost 10 years. And in 
that time, it’s gone from the 
cusp of hip to... the cusp of 
hip. “We were always the 
band opening up for the 
new hip thing,” says Brian 
Aubert, the band’s fronting 
vocahst and guitarist. “We 
would play and they would 
play and six months later, 
that scene was dead. That 
band would change their 
haircuts and reinvent them¬ 
selves, and we would still 
open for them.” 

But despite the band’s 
seemingly static state. 


Aubert says he’s quite com¬ 
fortable with the perpetua¬ 
tion. “You don’t want to live 
and die by a scene.” 

Siiversun Pickups may be 
through with the scene, but 
the scene’s not through 
with them. The foursome 
just wrapped two sets at the 
touted South by Southwest 
music festival in Austin, 
Texas, fom dates in London, 
and a spot at Goachella in 
Galifomia — all after tak¬ 
ing an eight-month per¬ 
formance hiatus. 

And while Aubert admits 
the band didn’t fare too 
well when they first re¬ 
turned to the stage, he says 
it quickly got back on the 
bike. “We did a show in 
Kansas Gity before South by 
Southwest. I think, two days 
before that, it started to feel 
good ... which is cutting it 
close,” he says with a laugh. 


“We’re a live band. We 
could sit in that rehearsal 
space all day long, and it 
just doesn’t feel the same. 
You’ve just got to kind of 
play to get good at it.” 

While performance con¬ 
text and performing itself 
remain relatively the same 
for Siiversun Pickups, such 
is not the case for the 
band’s music. It’s built a his- 
toiy of dreamy shoegaze 
pop, with ample sonic 
sounds and pieces of dra¬ 
matic instrumental climax. 
But on its new album 
Swoon, Siiversun Pickups 
are picking up those pieces 
and running with them.

That’s how we 
started making Swoon — 
knowing where we wanted 
to go that we weren’t going 
before.”

Spanish Rice with 
Chorizo and Sage 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/4 cups (300 ml) chick¬ 
en stock 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 medium red onion 
1 clove garlic 
1 medium red pepper 
1 cup (250 ml) long-grain 
rice 

1 tsp (5 ml) turmeric 
1 can (19 oz / 540 ml) 
chopped tomatoes 
Salt and black pepper 
6 oz (170 g) chorizo 
sausage or spicy salami 
Small bunch of fresh sage 
6 oz (170 g) frozen peas 

METHOD: 

1. Heat chicken stock in 
small pot. Heat olive oil in 
wide hying pan. 

2. Peel and chop onion 
and garlic, add them to 
hying pan, and cook over 
moderately high heat un¬ 
til onion is soft, stirring 
frequently, 3 minutes. 

3. While onion and garlic 
are hying, rinse, halve, de- 
seed and roughly chop 


pepper. Add to pan with 
rice and turmeric, and stir- 
fiy 3 minutes. 

4. Add heated stock, 
canned tomatoes and their 
juice, and season to taste. 
Bring to boil, reduce heat, 
cover and simmer, stirring 
occasionally, 5 minutes. 

5. Cut chorizo sausage into 
fairly thick chunks, then 
stir into rice and continue 
cooking 5 minutes. 

6 . Rinse and roughly chop 
sage and add to rice, with 
peas. Return to boil, then 
reduce heat, and simmer 
until rice is tender and has 
mostly absorbed liquid, 5 
minutes. If mixture dries 
out before rice is cooked, 
add more stock, or some 
diy white wine. Serve hot.
